One pen - 
ny wotth of "hard a!e," followed by three- 
halfpenny worth of spirits, will, it ii sisietj, 
reduce even a seasoned ioper to a state of 
hopeless stupefaction. From 8 to 9 A. M. 
there enter the establishment in question on 
a Saturday in July 100 men and 38 women; 
from i) to 10 o'clock, 120 men and 65 worn- j 
ea ; from 10 to 11, 00 men and 40 women ; 
from 11 to 12 uoo'n, 110 men aud 48 wom- 
en ; from 12 to 1, 85 mnn and 55 women ; 
from 1 to 2, 100 men and 60 women ; 
from '2 to 3, 115 men and 00 women ; 
from 3 to 4, 112 men aud 60 momen ; 
from 4 to 5, 77 men and 43 women ; from 
5 to 6,108 meu and 47 women ; from G to 
7, 128 men and SO women ; from 7 to 8, 
75 men and 50 women ; from 8 to 9, 120 
men and S5 women ; from 9 to 10, 100 
menanuSS women; from 10 to 17, 81 
men ?.nd 43 women—in all 1151 men and 
709 women. If She proprietor of this "hard 
ate" shop make only a profit of one half- 
penny on each individual, he would, ns 
Biilie Lewis observed, have a total protlt 
of £4 15s. per tiny, or uo less than }11482 a 
year. It is remarkable to observe by these 
figures how steadily tho "women" drauk 
throughout tbe day—there is but little vari 
ation in their number from hour to hour In 
comparison with that to be seen in tho 
"men." The constancy of woman peeps
